The Earl of Derby’s Pharos, by 
Phalaris, out of Scapa Flow, was 
second, and M. Goculda’s Parth, by 
Palymelus, out of Willia, was third. 
Nineteen horses ran. 

The betting on Papyrus was 100 to 
15 against, Pharos 6 to 1 and Parth 
33 to 1 against. 

Papyrus won by a length, while 
half a length separated Pharos and 
Parth at the finish. Papyrus’ time 
for the mile and one-half was two 
minutes 28 seconds. 

The race was worth more than 
$25,000 to the winner. 

Jockey Entidled to Golden Spurs. 

This is the third time in succcs- 
sion that Donoghue has won the 
blue ribbon of the English turf, thus 
becoming entitled to wear the gold- 
en spurs. Donoghue captured the 
prize with Humorist, in,192i, and

The Belgian reparation 
scheme is based on the assump-~- 
tion that the total value of the 
indemnity is to be 40,000,000,- 
000 gold marks (about $10,000,- 
006.000). It is calculated that 
service on this debt should be 
computed at 6 per cent inter- 
est, plus a 1 per cent sinking 
fund. This would work out at 
2.800,000,000 gold marks a year. 

The following receipts are to 
be applied to this service: One, 
1.000,.000,000 gold marks from 
the German State railways; two, 
1,530,000,000 from special me- 
nog Lies; three, 340,000,000 
from coal deliveries; total 
2,.870,000.000. 

A a«pecial study points out 
that these State railways yielded 
in 1918 a profit of more than 
600.000,000 gold marks... It is 
thought this figure could be 
raised to 1,.000,000,000 owing to 
devalorization of the gold stand- 
ard.

Suit: Over Will of Woman Who 
Left Fund for Animal Haven 
Being Tried. 


Eccentricities of Mrs. Albert Todd 
of St. Louis, who died at the age of 
90, June 18, 1920, at Daytona Beach, 
Fla., leaving approximately $60,000 
of her $80,000 estate to establish in 
St. Louis a ehelter for cats and other 
dumb animals, were outlined today 
to a jury in a suit contesting the will 
before Circuit Judge Davis. 

Depositions Read. 

Depositions of five residents of 
Highland, Kan., where one of the 
plaintiffs lives and where Mrs. Todd 
visited in 1906-1907 and 1910-1911, 
were read at the opening of the case. 
They dealt with her alleged peculi 
actions when she was there. 

One of the deponents, Dr. William 
N. Boone, said he had attended Mrs. 
Todd and that she showed every indi- 
cation of senile dementia, a form of 
insanity, which, he declared, would 
grow worse as she grew older. The 
defense, cross-examining him when 
he gave the deposition, had endeav- 
ored to show that this might have 
been a passing condition. One fact 
on which he based his judgment was 
that she gave inconsistent replies to 
his questions. 

W. S. Foust, formér Mayor of 
Highland, deposed that Mrs. Todd 
had called him to the house where 
she was stopping, a number of times, 
and complained that men were hid- 
ing under the front porch and plot- 
ting to burn or blow up the house.. 

John V. Misse, Mrs. Todd's grand- 
nephew, stated that he visited her 
at Highland and lived with her at 
the. Daytona Beach, and that she 
dressed like a young girl, penciled 
her eyebrows and “tatoed her face 
with some paint. Frequently, he de- 
clared, she would appear before him 
only partially dressed and would 
make silly answers when he pro 
tested.

2-YEAR SENTENCE FOR 
“GEN.” ROBERT A. LEE 


Two Other Men Get 10-Year 
Terms, $15,000 Fines, for Use 
of Mails in Alleged Oil Frauds 


By the Associated Press. 

FORT WORTH, Tex., June 6.— 
The Government won a victory in 
its drive against alleged fraudulent 
oil promoters last night when 
Charles Sherwin and H. H. Schwarz: 
were sentenced to serve 10 years in 
the Federal penitentiary and pay 
fines of $15,000 each and “General” 
Robert A. Lee was sentenced to 


yserve two years in the penitentiary 


and pay a fine of $6000. 

The sentences and fines were im- 
posed on the defendants by Federal 
Judge Benjamin Bledsoe after a 
jury hac returned a verdict of guilty 
against all three defendants. 

Sherwin and Schwarz were sen- 
tenced to 27 years each in the peni- 
tentiary, but the sentences run con- 
currently so as to make a total of 10 
years for each defendant, with a fine 
of $15,000 each. 

“General” Lee was found guilty 
on all six counts and given a sen- 
tence of two years on each count. 
the terms to run concurrently, with 
a fine of $6000. 

Details of Sentences. 

Sherwin and Schwarz were given 
the maximum sentence on the first 
five counts of the indictménts of 
five years and $1000 fine, byt 
Judge Bledsoe specified that only 
the first two should run consecu- 
tively and that the other three 
should run concurrently with the 
first two. He also gave them the 
maximum sentente of two years’ im- 
prisonment and a $10,000 fine on 
the sixth indictment, but specified 
that the prison term should run 
concurrently with the first two. 

It was later explained by Govern- 
ment attorneys that the defendants 
would onlv have to serve 10 years 
and pay $15,000 fine. 

In the case of “General” Lee, 
Judge Bledsoe jronounced a sen- 
tence of two years and a $1000 fine 
on each of the six counts, but speci- 
fied that the prison terms should 
run concurrently, making two years 
that the defendant Lee will have to 
serve in the penitentiary. However, 
the defendant, Lee, will have to pay 
the total fine of $6000 according ‘o 
Judge Bledsoe’s ruling. 

They were charged with using the 
mails to defraud and conspiring to 
defraud in connection with the 
General] Lee Oi! Companies. : 

Lee a “Willing Tool.” 

In pronouncing sentence of the 
defendant. Lee, Judge Bledsoe an- 
nounced that he gave him a lighter 
sentence than Sherwin and Schwarz 
because “it was evident he was a 
tool in the hands of the men of more 
astuteness.’’ He added, however, 
that Lee was a “willing tool.” He 
announced he would not acquiesce 
to the suggestion made by David Ca- 
hill, assistant Attorney-General, in 
closing the argument for the Gov- 
ernment late yesterday that the de- 
fendant Lee only be admonished and 
“allowed to go hence.” 

The case was given to the jury at 
5:45 p. m. and court recessed untii 
8. When the jury was brought in 
the foreman announced that it had 
reached a decision. The verdict was 
read by the clerk and Judge Bledsoe 
dismissed the jury. Then he had 
the defendants, Sherwin, Schwarz 
and Lee stand. 

“The offense with which you are 
charged and which has been proven 
is very aggravated and scorns not 
only the laws of decency and mor- 
ality but of the Government,” he 
said. “You have not only violated 
the law but you have desecrated the 
honored dead. You have used the 
name of Gen. Robert E. Lee—in my 
judgment his name is a byword of 
chivalry and manliness—to mulct 
the people of this country. 

“I am convinced that Sherwin and 
Schwarz were the brains of the un- 
dertaking and that they used this 
old gentleman as a willing tol.” 

Walter Marks was fined $15,000 
and Nathan H. Sang, Phillip Gold- 
stein and M. Hirsch were each fined 
$10,000 by Judge Bledsoe this morn- 
ing on their pleas of guilty to con- 
spiring to defraud through the mails 
in connection with the General Lee 
interests oil cases. All the defend-

PITTSFIELD, Mass., June 6.—A 
man-made flash of lightning, rdleas- 
ing for the fraction of a second a

noon. 

The flash represented 2,090,000 
volts, said to have been twice the 
voltage ever produced in anv pre- 
vious experiment with artificial 
lightning. In it there was concen- 
trated for an extremely brief period, 
more than 1,000,000 horsejower. 
The full fury of this force, controlled 
and directed at the will of an elcec- 
trician, whose hand rested on a small 
switch, was turned on a minicture 
village that had been reconstructed 
on the laboratory floor.

SCIENCE AND RELIGION. 

President White once of Cornell wrote & 
“History of the Conflict of Religion With 
Science in Christendom.” When it was discov- 
ered that the earth traveled around the sun 
people said religion was ruined if that was 
believed; they attempted suppression; those 
people were not religious though they thought 
themselves so; it is not religious to refuse new 
knowledge adjusting your thinking to the new- 
ly discovered fact, though that is about all the 
religion many religious people know. The 
Nazarene was an awful dynamiter; he is yet. 
(Look at the legalized booze industry; he wiil 
get the illegal boozer in the clean-up.) He diea 
because people were unwilling (and thought 
everybody was unable) to adjust religion to the 
new facts he presented, e. g.: “The Sabbath was 
made for man.” “I and my Father are one;” 
“Before Abraham was I am.” In Luke 15 is a 
parable, a story of two sons, which meant che 
Gentile world was more acceptable to the 
God of the Jews than the Jews themselves. It 
was those who thought themselves religious 
who put him to death. My limits prevent mea 
from multiplying illustrations, of which there 
are libraries full and down to the minute. 
President White's (and Prof. Draper's) quarrel 
is not with the religious but with this sort. 

The business of the religious thinker is no« 
to deny that he cannot disprove, but to call 
the attention of the scientist, if he is one, to 
his own proposition, the religious one, and de- 
mand for it the consideration its worth in per- 
sonal and social values entitles it to; it is the 
major miracle and:the continuing miracle of 
Christendom. Something that lay dead in me 
woke up and when awake the life that men are 
content to live looked cheap and poor and a 
cross looked easy; love and joy and peace and 
alms were not approved merely but possessed. 
Valentine Burke here in St. Louis, thief. ée- 
bauchee, chronic jailbird, wakened in middle- 
lige, spent his last years as carrier of the money 
from the Sheriff's office to the bank and died 
possessor and not mere approver of joy and 
peace and alms. Three preachers of the gospel, 
who went to sleep as go-called “bums.” woke 
up in a St. Louis mission and are awake today. 
This is the business of religion: not to deny 
the chemist or the biologist, but to ask the 
scientist, if he ts a scientist, and not a sciolist, 
what this fact means. I have not found re-- 
ligionists more gunshy of certain facts remote 
from ea eee experience than the 
scientist. e dodgers are not all religionis<s.
